He did not come with a blare 
of trumpets and a brass band, noTSTid ho 
call for newspaper reporters and give out 
the fact of his arrival. But quietly, like 
the proverbial gentleman of the night, ho 
stole into the capital of Franklin county, 
took off his sea lees and put on his con- 
gressional boots, and did think and called < 
his friends together and keptquiet. Dur- 
ing the long hoars of Tuesday night he 
went carefully over the political chart of

whatever." He said he received no infor- 
mation while abroad of anything in a po- 
litical way that was going on in Franklin 
county.

His latest 
information from this side of the Atlantic 
was that, written August 20. He said he 
didn't suppose that his whereabouts were 
of any particular interest to the people on 
this side of the water.

SIDEPATH LEAGUE 


The Wheelmen to Organize 


and Make Paths For 


Themselves. 


TO ASK COUNCIL'S PERMISSION 


The Assessment to be One Dollar a 


Wheel. 
Expect to Have a Good 


Sum 
by 
Next 
Monday.

of the Association. 


Members of the Associated Wheelmen 


of this city have conferred with City 
Solicitor Thayer in reference to 
the 


project recently laid before the city 
council of licensing bicycles, and the 
solicitor says that such a license would be 
illegal under the statutes of the state- 
He said that he had looked into the mat- 
ter carefully and conferred with other 
lawyers who coincided 
in the same 


opinion. 


In view of this fact, therefore, It has 


been decided to organize a Wheelmen's 
Sldepath league at once in this city, with 
a membership fee of *1. It is expected 
that every rider in the city will become a 
member of the league. The money thus 
raised will be devoted exclusively to the 
construction ot sidepaths within the lim- 
its of the city, such paths to be construct- 
ed under the direction of the commis- 
sioner of public works. It is the inten- 
tion to turn the fiends as soon as raised 
over to the city ami petition the city 
council for permission to construct such 
patha on certain streets. 


L. W. White, the jeweler, has been se- 


lected as treasurer of the fund anda paper 
for signatures ha* been left at hia store, 
He will give a receipt for all moneys 
placed in his hands. Papers have also 
been drawn up and placed in the hands of 
a committee, who will make it their busi- 
ness to see every rider in too city and give 
him or her an opportunity to join tho 
league, the membership fee to be paid to 
the committee at the time the paper is 
signed wherever practical. 


The committee expect to have a large 


number of names and a goodly sum of 
money in hand by next Monday, so that 
the matter of a selection for the location 
of the first path .may be laid before tho 
city council at its meeting on that eve- 
ning. 


It has also been suggested that an ex- 


cursion be gotten up to be run to Sara- 
toga, to be known as the wheelmen's ex- 
cursion, and what ever pront is made on 
the excursion to be turned into the faide- 
path fund. 
The sidepaths of Saratoga 


form a wheelmen's paradise and would 
be a grand object lesson to all wheelmen 
and others who should patronize the ex- 
cursion. 


One of the first paths desired is one 


commencing at Eagle street and running 
down River, through the extension, 
crossing: the river and following the valley 
through to Braytonville and connecting 
with the state road. By prompt action 
this path can be constructed this fall. 
Such a path would enable riders to avoid 
the two hills in the west en<7 which are 
now the bane of all riders desiring ta 
reach the state road. 


Another plan which has been suggested 


for some of the interior streets of the city 
Is the construction of an asphalt gutter 
say fonr feet wide along the side of a 
street, which would serve the double pur 
pose of a runway for wheelmen and a 
gutter to carry off the water. This idea 
has met with favor among those council- 
men before whom the matter has been 
'laid, and It is likely if fnere be no legal 
bariers in the way such a schema may be 
carried out, if not this season, certainly 
next. 


The plan of forming a sidepath league 


meets with popular favor and in places 
where such leagues have been formed 
they have proven very successful. 


This is a matter that interests every 


rider aad there should be a ready response 
to the call for membership. It is intended 
to publish the names of all who join from 
week to week, and to provide a neat plate 
for each member which will be attached 
to the steering head of hia or her wheel, 
bearing an inscription denoting that the 
owner is a member of the North Adams 
Wheelmen's Sidepath league.

ARE SPAIN'S FRIENDS. 


England and France Are Secretly 


Pledged as to Possible 


Cuban Events, 


St, Louis, Mo,, Sept. 9—Oomte IIcnriDe 


I'enaleeza who has been visiting friends 
iii St. Louis for a few days said that the 
rumor of an understanding between 
Spain and other European nations look- 
ing to a check upon any American inter- 
ference with Cuba was confirmed by in • 
formation which came to him from high 
authority. 


De Pendleczi has been introduced ill St. 


Louis as a member of an old Spanish fam- 
ily waoso sympathies ure with the Carlist 
party, but whose connections with high 
politics in Spain keep llietn posted on 
matters of important developments in 
diplomatic circles. He said: 


"Same time last September when the 


Cuban question wa& so much agitated in 
the United States, Senor Cnnovas del Cas- 
tillo, then premier of Spain, received as- 
surances from the E.iglish and French 
governments through their representa- 
tives in Madrid that they would not per- 
mit any action oil the part of the United 
SUtes other than a very perfunctory rec- 
ognition of the belligerency of the in- 
surgents. 


"On August 5 before leaving Paris I 


learned from trustworthy sources Uiat 
this assurance had been renewed. Gen- 
eral Azcarraua, the new premier, has ra- 
ceived the French and English ambassaa- 


'dors who have once mors assured Spain 
of the sympathy of their governments 
and of their willingness to give her their 
diulomfrtic help." 


This news is regarded as true and as 


showing the possibilities of trouble in the 
Cuban situation.

cut is from 30 to 50 per cent. 


W. A. Gallop, one of the mills' owners 


said this afternoon that there are not 400 
weavers in the mills, but he does not know 
the exact number that went out. He Bays 
no cut has been made in wages and no 
reason for the strike has been given by 
the operatives.

DISASTE8 FOLLOWS THE NEGLECT. 


Twelve or Mora Persons Lose 


Their Lives. 


One of tlio Things Presented nt the Chi- 


cago Trial. 


Chicago, Sept. 0.—The defense In the 


trial of Adolph L. Luetgert for murder- 
ing his wife were surprised by a move of 
the state yesterday. What is considered 
tn be one of the strongest pieces o£ evi- 
dence in the trial was introduced. Mrs. 
Christine Feldt, Luetgert's one time 
eweethea/rt, was called to the stand by 
the state for the third time. Assistant 
State Attorney McEwen handed her a 
pocket-knife, the blades o£ winch were 
stained and rusted, and asked her if she 
had ever sera it before. She testified 
that the sausage manufacturer had 
Kiven her this knife for safe keeping on 
the day of; his a.nest 


The proserution asserts that it was 


with this knife that L/uetgert murdered 
bin wife before he placed her body in the 
boiling potash whore it was dissolved. 
The ugly looking 
object was 
parsed 


around for tho inspection of the attor- 
neys, and was handed to Luetgert, who 
opened and closed the blades, gazing 
curiously at the weapon and scraping 
the blade with his finger as i£ to feel the 
etains which covered it. He showed no 
emotion, though he knew that every 
person in the courtroom was closely 
watching and taking note of his even- 
move. In talking with his attorneys he 
admitted the knife was his property. 


The court opened with the usual crowd 


claraorins for admission. Within the 
courtroom women predominated among 
the spectators, and the Tittle room was 
crowded to its utmost capacity. When 
Luetgert entered shortly before- court 
v/as opened he smilingly nodded at the 
jury. He attempted to catch the eye of. 
Judge Tuthill, but that official refused! 
to notice the^prisoner.

stated that the prosecution will produce 
testimony showing that the knife is 
blood stained.

Kansas CEty, Mo., Sept. 9.—A special 


to The Times from Emporia, Kan., says: 
One of the worst wrecks in the history if 
the Santa Pe railroad occurred three 
miles east of here at 7:30 o'clock la&t 
night. 
Twelve or 13 persons were killed 


and as many more badly hurt. 


The fast mail going east and the Mex- 


ico arid California express, west-bound, 
collided head on. 
Tho Mexico and Cali- 


fornia express was pullcfl by two loco- 
motives, and when tlvey struck the 
engine drawing the Inet mail the boilers 
of all three exploded and toie a hole 
In the ground so d'eep that the smok- 
ing car of the west-bound train went 
in on top of the three engines anfl two 
mall cars balanced there without, turning 
ever. 
The pass-engtsrs in the smoking 


car escaped through the windows. 


Tho front end of this car was enveloped 


in a volume of stilling smoke and steam, 
rushing up from the wreck below, and 
the rear door was Jammed tight m the 
•wreck of the car behind. The wreck 
caught fite from the engines and the cars 
in the hole, and the smoking cars were 
quickly burned to ashes. 
In climbing 


out of the smoking car several m«n fell 
through the rifts in the wreck below, 
and it Is impossible to tell whether they 
escaped or were burned to death 


The west-bound train carried seven or 


eight coaches and its passengers in- 
cluded many excursionists who had been 
to tear William J. Bryan speak at the 
county fair in Rurlingame.

Fmokmg cars were destroyed. The coach 
following the smoker i\as badly splin- 
tered. There were not more than a 
dozen passengers on the fast mail, all 
in one coach, a.nd while none of them vi as 
seriously injured, their shaking up was 
terrible. Every seat in the coach -was 
torn from the floor and many floor planks 
came up with the seats. One man, Jolin 
Sweeney, was thrown over three seats 
ar.d through a window.but escaped with 
only scratches and bruises. The other 
cars of the fast mail train, a baggage 
and expreea, were totally wrecked. 


It is stated that the wreck was caused 


by a miscarriage of orders from the 
trainmaster. At Emporia the eastbouncl 
fast mail train received orders to pass 
the California express nt Lange, seven 
miles east. Another order was sent to 
Lange for the California express to take 
the siding there, but this order was not 
delivered, and 
the westbound train 


passed on, the trainmen expecting to 
pass the fast mail at Emporia. 


It is feared that nearly all of the seven 


mail clerks perished in the disaster, but 
so far only six bodies, have been taken 
from the wrecUi '"t^.—^-r^.a...

Aiound "old" Bennington cluster Ver- 


mont s most 
hallowed 
and 
historic 


memories—within a short walk of your 
humble servant's dwelling stood the old 
Catamount tavern the rendezvous of the 
"Green Mountain Boys" who immortal- 
ized themselves as the defenders of the 
New Hampshire Grants 
Within the 


confines of the Bennington Battle Monu- 
ment park stood the old -store house once 
full ot provisions for the support of the 
American Army and which was 
the 


objective point of Burgoynes exoedition— 
within the same enclosure stood the first 
printing otfiee in Vermont carried on by 
Anthony Haswell, the founder of the 
Veimont Gazette, who suffered under the 
Alien and Sedition law. There also Wm. 
Lloyd Garrison edited the "Journal of the 
Times " Afterwards he deported to Bal- 
timore ana was enlisted in tbe cause of 
the slave by Benj. Lundy. 
On these his- 


toric grounds was erected the first house 
of lop s byCapt Samuel Robinson in 1765 
who by the way was the fiist magistrate 
in Vermont and was sent over to Eng- 
land to settle the dispute between New 
York >and Vermont as they were con- 
stantly,, quarreling over their boundary 
lines. He died in London of small pox 
The-Robmson. family in the old village 
has an'interesting-letter written to his 
widow >by a friend in > London dated 1767 
Here in»the old cemetery lies the bone 
of four governors ot Vermont, two United 
States senators and three supreme judges 
besides British and American soldiers 
without number. Time and space forbid 
any more at present, but we will have 
more to say later on,-as we have only 
touched upon "old" Bennington which is 
brim full of so much pertaining to the 
early history of Vermont and its hardy 
yeomanary.

These uncles and mothers-in- 
Uw are, of C'ourse. desirable, but theii 
visits should always be limited to 24 
hours. 


BREAKFAST—Melon.Oatmeal, Scram- 
bled Egga, Baked Potatoes, Chipped 
Beef in Cream, Crisp Buttered Toast and 
Coffee. 


DINNER—Potato Chowder, Scallop 


of Lamb, Currant Jelly, Succotash, New 
Turnips, Tomato, Cucumber and Lettuce 
Salad, and Fruit Harlequin. 


SUPPER—Cold Tongue, Hot Biscuits, 


Blackberries and Cream,Rice Croquettes, 
Cake, Tea and Iced Coffee. 


Be certain that your melon is cold, and 


your 
oatmeal 
hot, and 
thoroughly 


cooked. Garnish your eggs with a few 
bits of parsley, simply because It adds to 
the appearance of the dish, and there is 
much m this to please not only the eye 
t ut the appetite. Keep the potatoes pip- 
ing hot until sent to the table. In pre- 
paring the cream for the chipped beef, 
put the milk into jour granite ware stew 
pan, 
and when boiling hot thicken to 


the consistency ot cream with corn- 
starch; after boiling up for a couple o£ 
minutes, season with butter, salt and 
pepper, and pour over the chipped beef* 
Ha-\e your toast an even light bron-n, 
your coffee clear, and you mey be sure 
the breakfast will be all right. 


Non for your dinner: In making the 


potato chowder, try lightly halt a pound 
of sliced salt pork. Remove from the fat 
£.iid 131 it iiy five sliced onions (small). 
Put in a kettle one quart of sliced pota- 
toes in layers viith the fried pork and 
fried onions, seasoning each layer with 
salt and pepper, and sprinkling with 
flour. Cover \\ ith hot water, and cook 
until the potatoes are tender. When i 
is ready to serve add some finely chopped 
parsley. 


In preparing the scallop cut cold roast 


lamb into small slices, using only the 
tender parts. Break into tiny pieces dry 
white bread. Butter a pudding dish and 
cover with the bread crumbs, then "\\ith a 
l*yer or lamb, umll the dlbh 1& tilled, hav- 
ing the top layer of crumbs, and put sea- 
soning over each layer—butter, pepp-er 
and salt.

The graduating exercises of the North 


Adams hospital training school for nurses 
occurred Wednesday afternoon on the 
hospital grounds. They were very largely 
attended and were of much interest. A 
platform had been erected to accommo- 
date the speakers and those taking part 
in the exercises. There were profuse dec- 
orations of flowers outside and inside the 
hospital building. 
The event in its ar- 


rangement and occurence was marked 
with the purpose and spirit that has 
been apparent in the conduct of all hos- 
pital affairs. 


The exercises began with prayer by 


Rev. W. L. Tenney. A quartet, Mrs. 
Albert 
Hawkins, Miss Sadie Willian, 


Clarence Dunham and T. M. Jones, sang 
Mendelssohn's "In the Forest." Dr. W. 
S. Carr was chairman and made an excel- 
lent presiding officer. 


The first paper was the report of the 


school by Miss Pike, its superintendent. 
Miss Pike called attention to the distress- 
ing conditions under which the school is 
attempting to progress. 
She deplored

of proper 
accommodations, 


which 
is 
hampering 
the 
use- 


fulness both of school and hospital. 
The 
figures 
she 
gave 
proved 
her 


statements. The school has 15 pupils. 
O'ut of 26 applicants only six were accepted 
as pupils. During the year there was 12i 
calls for nurses and only 61 ot these were 
answered. 
Miss Pike said, "Wo wish 


much for the future of the school and it 
can only be accomplished by striving 
after the best in spite of discouragements, 
believing in evolution rather than revolu- 
tion for rebults." Dr. Brown was then in- 
troduced. 


Dr. M. M. Brown. 


Dr. Martin M. Brown said in part: "An 


eminent writer has stated, 'If you would 
know the political and moral condition of 
a people, ask as to the condition of ita 
women,' The closing yeacs of this nine- 
teenth century witness the emancipation 
of women from the errors of the past, and 
her worth, work, rights and privileges, 
are ncrw being acknowledged In all civil- 
ized countries. 
Today we meet to cele- 


brate an event distinctively illustrative of 
woman's work. The calling for which 
these graduates are uow fitted is a profes- 
sion in which the finer perceptions, 
greater sympathy, and gentler touch of 
woman's nature, have their natural sway. 
'Wherever we find the works of the Infi- 
nite, there we find unity of plan,' and if 
there is any work divinely ordained for 
woman, it is caring for thoso who cannot 
help themselves. 


"Members of the graduating class of '97, 


permit me to congratulate you upon suc- 
cessfully passing through your novitiate 
and entering the work of a noble profes- 
| sion. AH you enter active service, you 


will be called upon to practice all the vir- 
tues of a saint, and endure the hardships 
of a soldier upon the field of battle. You 
are now enlisted in actual

"As nurses, you will be teachers, and

Then educators began to tee that this 
kind of education, in which the body and 
physical training were sacrificed and men- 
tal discipline was disappointing; that to 
store the mind with a multitude of facts 
and theories, as you would pile up articles 
on closet shelves, was only a means to an 
end;

one to use his knowledge; that to do was 
aa uecessary as to know, and ever since 
has followed all those methods of educa~ 
tiou called technical, the education of the 
eye to see correctly and of the hand to 
execute deftly; the education of skill in 
taking hold of materials in a masterful 
way and doing successfully whatever 
needs to be done. 


Thus it follows that students of today 


nmyacquiip i far more valuable knowl- 
edge than ever before, and the result is 
that multitudes of youns men and women 
are tilling important positions and lead- 
ing useful and happy lives. 


"An old post eaid, 'There is always 


noble service for noble souls to do' and 
there seems to be plenty of work for the 
fittest, but many faiLto get places of trust, 
because they have never shown them- 
selves fit to bear responsibility; others ob- 
tain good positions and lose them because 
on trial they prove unfit to be trusted 
witu responsibility. 
In one way or an- 


other, through selfish indolence, or un- 
faithfulness to duty, or perhaps worse 
through dishonesty and betrayal of trust' 
they reveal their true vmfitcess, and we 
hear of failure here and'there, some even 
leading to suicide.

ported three suicides of young men iu 
different cities and of one young woman 
in Boston, all educated and trained for 
their life work, and fit in every respect 
but one; they lacked high moral charac- 
ter. 


"Wherever I go I am in the habit of 


visiting hospitals and making the ac- 
qaintance of those in charge to learn all I 
can of this work. I recently aalied one 
who had'been for years superintendent of 
two large hospitals successively. 'What 
is your greatest difficulty in conducting 
the training school?' 'Character,' she re- 
plied. 
'Character here, and in every 


training school is the great demand. The 
opportunities ace fine, give us noble girls 
and we will give you grand nurses.' Of 
course we all feel the force of that state- 
ment. No one knows better than you 
who have been through this school that 
it requires a noble girl to accept the 
training perfectly, 


"Your nurses all look so good and seem 


to be doing BO well, it would be hard to 
pick out any black sheep." "Yes," fche 
said, "we keep only the promising pupils; 
they all do well here for they have to, 
but when they go out on their own re- 
sponsibility, we shall know whether they 
are genuine, I trust all of them are but vre 
are sometimes sadly disappointed." 
This 


goinz out on your own responsibility is a 
real crisis in your lives. As you go from 
thib training school, we vouch for your 
training, we know you can do excellent 
work, we trust you will do good work. 
We have confidence in your character, 
You have been faithful here, we believe 
you will be faithful elsewhere, hot that 
you may realize th& noblest in this noble 
profession, we entreat you to cultivate all 
those qualities that go to-make a true and 
high minded woman. Self knowledge— 
the ability to understand your duty to 
yourself and others and to form those 
principles that will give you the buses of 
wise judgment and correct decision; sell 
control—the ability 
to deny yourself

all labor with a loving spirit; these do not 
come easily, tuey are acquired only by 
thoughtfulness anfl exercise, they are a 
mark of progress in the soul, but when 
once achieved, tiiey are OUM forever, the 
only true riches we can gather, for in the 
end everything 13 to be measured by char- 
acter. 


There is a tendency in every human 


being to place one's own advantage) first, 
to be selfish. Socrates admonished his pu- 
pils never to put self interest above jus- 
tice to others. Think highly of your 
ability to earn a self-respcctiug livelihood 
but do not value your independence so j 
highly as you value your honor and alle- j 
giance to duty. Think nobly of your pro- 
fession; the poet aay& "who counts him- 
self nobly born is noble." Your profes- 
sion was nobly born. It originated, not 
in any effort to make positions for young 
women, though that is an excellent re- 
sult, but in the necessity of adding greater 
resources to one of the noblest professions 
known to mankind, by supplying those 
who could be depended upon to give effi- 
cient aid to the physician. 


Trained nurses who meet these high 


demands are a success, bnt all who study 
for nurses are not successful by any 
means. I hear of many failures from the 
different training schools of our country— 
failures because of this lack of trust- 
worthy, dependable character, failures 
because this sacred mission was under- 
taken as if it was machine work. The 
ideal of some seems to have been to turn 
off patients at so much a head as-they
